Efforts 
were made to extinguish the fire but the police party wetb 
again attacked by the miscreants as a result of which Shri 
Sharma received a stone injury on his leg. Unmindful of his 
injury. Shri Sharma fired one round with his revolver and 
dispersed the mob. In the meantime, it was noticed that a 
cloth shop in that vicinity had been broken open by the mis- 
creants and bundles of cloth were being thrown from inside 
the shop on the road. Shri Sharma rushed to the cloth shop 
with his injured leg. He also requisitioned re-inforcements 
from the Tmphal Police Station by telephone. The Police 
Party was again stoned by the mob. Shri Sharma remained 
undeterred and fired two more rounds from his revolver 
towards the crowd, and dispersed the mob. 

Because of bis gallant and determined action, Shri S. Sunil- 
chandra Sharma saved the public property from being reduced 
to ashes. 


On the morning of the 16th May, 1969 when the Police 
party including Bawa Sawan Singh was returning from village 
Ikramnagar after laying an ambush to arrest the members of 
the gang of Girraj, Information was received by them that 
Girraj's gang alongwith his associates were hiding in village 
Gayare-ka-Nagla. The Police party was immediately divided 
into two groups one of which was headed by Bawa Sawan 
Singh. These two police parlies surrounded the village 
Gavare-ka-Nagia from Western side, Th e Police parly led 
by BawH Sawan Singh reached the hideout of the dacoit. But 
the dacoits came to know of the movement of the Police and 
started firing on them from the roof of the hideout. The 
party under the command of Bawa Sawan Singh took a posi- 
tion and returned the fire. The dacoits were in an 
advantageous position because they were on the roof and the 
Police nersonnel were without any cover. But Bawa Sawan 
Singh did not lose courage. He crawled to get a safe position 
to save the police from the bullets of the dacoits. With the 
help of a wooden ladder which was kent outside the adjacent 
house, he quietly went uo the roof followed by a Constable. 
On seeing him, the dacoits started firing on him but Bawa 
Sawan Singh took the cover of the ‘Munder’ of the roof and 
fired on the dacoits. As a result of this action of Bawa 
Sawan Singh the dacoits changed the direction of their firing 
on the police personnel on the ground and started firing solely 
on Bawa Sawan Singh. Bawa Sawan Singh hit one of the 
dacoits on the roof who was killed. Tn the encounter, another 
dacoit was injured. 

In the above encounter, Bawa Sawan Singh displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and initiative and killed one 
of the important members of the gang of dacoits.

On the evening of 1st Novemher, 1970 suddenly disorder 
broke out in the lown of Tmohnl. Many shops were set on 
fire. Miscreants also resorted to looting and arson in the 
iwars and raided a residential colony. During the course of 
town beat, information was received by Shri S. Sunilchandra 
Sharma at about 7.30 n m. on 1st November, 1970 that some 
shops of hetel-leaf sellers were being broken open in Thangal 
Bazar and attempts were being made to set them on fire. Shri 
Sharma immediately rushed to the spot along with the avail- 
able police force. On the way the police party came across 
a loaded truck which had been set on Are by the goondas. 
The Police party tried to extinguish the fire but they were 
stoned bv a mob of twenty to thirty persons. Shri Sharma 
warned the mob to disperse but his warning had no effect 
and the miscreants continued brickbating. Shri Sharma then 
brandished his revolver. As a result of this action, the mob 
retreaded. Shri Sharma salvaged the truck and most of its 
load from being reduced to ashes. After saving the truck, 
Shrj Sharma proceeded to a nearby general stor c which had,

On 17th September, 1971 at 0800 hrs, a party comprising 
two sections of the Central Reserve Police accompanied by the 
Calcutta Police were detailed to search Rajabagan area under 
the jurisdiction of Cossipore Police Station, Calcutta. After 
encircling the bastl in Rajahagan area the Police parties were 
detailed to search out the suspected hide-outs of extremists 
and anti social elements and illegal arms and ammunition. 
When the search was started, two extremists started running 
towards I>um Dum road. Shri Mohan Singh, who happened 
to he near the hide-out of the extremists, chased them. 
While one of the extremists was carrying a revolver, his 
associate was armed with a “Bhuiall”. Shri Mohan Singh 
was prevented from catching one of the extremists by the 
latter’s associate. The extremist then pointed his revolver 
towards Shri Mohan Singh in order to shoot him hut before 
he could do so, Shri Mohan Singh, without caring for his 
personal safety, pounced upon the extremist and hit him 
with the butt of his rifle. Hg thus foiled the attempt of the 
extremist to pull the trigger of his revolver. Meanwhile, 
officials of the Calcutta police arived and the extremist was 
shot dead. 

Shri Mohan Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry In 
apprehending the extremist in disregard of his personal safety. 
Because of the action of Shri Mohan Singh was extremist was 
subsequently killed by the officials of the Calcutta Police. 

2, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(il of the 
roles governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 17th September, 1971.

At about 0200 hrs. that night, 
Shri Rade and Shri Vichare heard some noise in that area. 


( Deceased ) 
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On hearing the alarm, Shri Rade rushed to the place from 
where the noise was coming and came across a bad character 
who was holding a dagger in his hand. In disregard of his 
personal safety and impelled by a high sense of duty, Shri 
Rade swooped on the armed assailant, even though the people 
were shouting that the assailant, had already stabbed three 
persons. The assailant struggled hard to espace from the 
firm grip of Shri Rade and stabbed him in the abdomen. In 
the meantime, Shri Viehare also arrived at the spot. He gav e 
a blow to the assailant with his umbrella and also kept a firm 
grip on him. He thus arrested the armed assailant. Shri 
Rade succumbed to bis injuries after two days. 

In arresting an armed assailant in disregard of their per- 
sonal safety, Shri Shankar Rama Rade and Shri Jaislngh 
Shankar Viehare exhibited conspicuous gallantry.

On 27th July, 1971, information was received at the Rama- 
giri Police Station at 7.30 P.M. that a band of armed extre- 
mists were camping in village Bctursingi and were planning to 
commit crime. Immediately on receipt of the information, 
Shri Hadibandhu Behera proceeded to village Betarsingi with 
eight Constables to appreltcnd the extremists. After passing 
through hilly jungle, they reached the village Betarsingi at 
about 9.30 P,M. After collecting information about the hide- 
out of the extremists, Shri Behera divided the police party 
into two groups and proceeded to the hideout of the extre- 
mists from two flanks. At about 1.30 A.M. the police party 
led by Shri Behera reached near the rock where the extre- 
mists were silting. Suddenly a bomb was thrown at the 
police party which exploded with enormous noise and sent 
splinters in all directions. One of the splinters hit just below 
tl>e right eye of Shri Behcra and caused a bleeding injury. 
Without caring for the bomb attack and for his bleeding 
injury, Shri Behera marched ahead with his party to round 
up the extremists. The extremists threw another bomb at 
the police party but Shri Behera remained undaunted and 
ordered his men to open fire on the extremists, us a result of 
which one extremist was killed and two others were injured. 
Subsequently, one of the injured extremists died. 

Sbri Hadibandhu Behera displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and courage in apprehending the armed extremists.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

The gang of dacoit Nathu Singh Tomar which had been 
operating in the Districts of Gwalior Division and adjoining 
districts of Rajasthan and U.P. was responsible for a number 
of offences of kidnapping, murder and dacoity, On 18th 
February 1970, information was received by Sbri Harivallabh 
Mohan Lai Joshi that part of the gang of dacoit Nathu Singh 
was hiding in the jungle of Gaswani Police Station and was 
planning to commit a crime in village Sahasram. Sbri Joshi 
chalked out a plan of action against the dacoits and divided 
the Police parly into four groups. The dacoits were hiding 
in a sugar-cane field. Two of the Police parties were deploy- 
ed to cordon the farther sides of the sugarcane field in the 
morning of 19th February, 1970. The remaining two Police 
parties were led by Shri M. K. Shukla, Sub-Divisional officer 
and Shri M. D. Shairna, Superintendent of Police. While 
Shri Shukla's party was moving towards the South to take up 
position, the dacoits noticed the Police and started firing on 
them. Unmindful of the grave danger, the Police returned 
the fire and killed six dacoits. In this operation Shri Joshi 
not only shouldered risk but also kept on moving in the open 
in order to ensure that the cordon was laid effectively and 
no gaps were left. Later on he positioned himself at the 
head of the party which was in the fore-front. Shri Joshi 
displayed conspicuous courage and valour in the face of 
grave danger. 

Shri Altar Singh along with the men of his company waded 
his way in knee-deep water in the dark stormy night to take 
up position. After the dacoits started firing on the Police, 
Shri Attar Singh led an attack on the dacoit gang. He 
moved in the open to the very fringe of the sugarcane field 
and lobbed hand grenades on the dacoits. In the initial 
encounter six dacoits were killed but it was understood that 
three more dacoits including the leader of the gang were still 
hiding in the field. It was very difficult to find out the exact 
place of hiding of the dacoits. It was therefore, decided 
that the field should be searched. .Shri Attar Singh beaded 
the final assault group which was sent to mop up the surviv- 
ing dacoits. He exposed himself to grave risk of life in 
launching the attack on the dacoits. 

After the initial encounter when it was decided to search 
the sugarcane field in order to mop up the surviving dacoits 
Shri Atmanand Dube was in the fore-front. He was the first 
to enter the sugarcane field knowing fully well that he might 
be tho first target of the dacoitB, Unmindful of the risk 
involved be entered the sugarcane field but was shot by the 
dacoits at a point blank range. This firing by the dacoits 
indicated their position in the filed and the Police liquidated 
the dacoits. In planning action against the gang of dacoit 
Nathu Singh and subsequently in liquidating the dacoits Shri 
Harivallabh Mohan Lai Joshi, Shri Attar Singh and Shri 
Atmanand Dube displayed conspicuous gallantry and courage.

The gang of dacoit Nathu Singh Tomar bad been operating 
in die Districts of Gwalior Division and the adjoining dis- 
tricts of Rajasthan and U.P. since 1961. This gang was res- 
ponsible for a number of offences of kidnapping, murder and 
dacoity. On 18th February, 1970 when Shri Mahesh Dutt 
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Sharma was camping along with DIG of Police near village 
Bijaipur. information was received that a part of the gang of 
dacoit Nathu Singh was hiding in a sugarcane field near 
village Sahasram and were planning to commit a crime. 
Shri Sharma chalked out a plan of action under the guidance 
of the Deputy Inspector General of Police. Police party was 
divided into four groups and they were ordered to proceed 
stealthily in the night and take tip position around the sugar- 
cane field before the dawn on 19th February, 1970. While 
two of the Police parties were depuLed to take up position at 
the farther end o{ the field, two police parties were asked to 
take up positions near the southern fringe of the field. While 
doing so, they were noticed by the dacoits, The dacoits 
immediately opened heavy fire on the Police. Shri Sharma 
headed one of the Police parties. Fie rushed with his officers 
to block one of the sides of the sugarcane field in which the 
dacoits were hiding. He ran at the head of his party and 
exposed himself to the heavy lire of the dacoits. Subse- 
quently he assisted the Deputy Inspector General of Police in 
the dilection of the operation. Shri Sharma thus exhibited 
gallantry in the encounter. Shri Daryao Prasad led one of 
the companies against the dacoit gang. He waded his way 
in knee deep water in the dark stormy night to reach the 
strategic position allotted to him. He moved about in the 
open to direct the fire and attack on the dacoit gang from the 
fringe of the sugarcane licit! where the dacoits were hiding. 
Later on, he headed the searching parties who were deputed 
to search the surviving dacoits. 

In the encounter with the dacoits Shri Mahcsh Dutt Sharma 
and Shri Daryao Prasad exhibited conspicuous gallantry and 
courage.

The gang of dacoit Nathu Singh TorSbr had been operating 
in the Districts of Gwalior Division and the adjoining districts 
of Rajasthan and U.P. since 1961 and had committed a num- 
ber of kidnapping, murder and dacoity cases. On 18th 
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February, 1970, information was received that part of the 
gang of dacoit Nathu Singh was hiding in the jungle of vilktge 
Sahasram. A plan of action was prepared by the Deputy 
Inspector General of Police and the Police Parlies were divid- 
ed into four groups. One of the Police party was led by 
Shri Mahendra Kumar Shukla. These Police parties marched 
in knee deep water throughout the night in older to tako up 
position before dawn on 19th February 1971) The dacoits 
were hiding in a sugarcane field. When the Police parly led 
by Shri Shukla was advancing towards the Southern fringe of 
the field, the dacoits noticed the movement of the Police and 
opened fire on them. Even though the Police were taken by 
surprise, they remained undeterred. Shri Hira Singh was the 
LMG gunner in the Polico party. He rushed ahead of the 
Police party along with two other Police officers in order to 
mount his gun at a suitable spot. While the Police were in 
the open, the dacoits were under the cover in file sugarcane 
field and they could know the movement of the Police wiih- 
out being noticed. The dacoits tried to escape through the 
gap in the cordon in the North Eastern side of the field. 
Their movement was noticed by the Police and Shri Shukla 
rushed along with Shri Dudhe Singh and Shri Dulare Singh 
towards the gap is disregard of the firing by the dacoits. In 
the cncountor Shri Devi Singh received a bullet luxury in his 
wrist while Shri Dulare Singh received a bullet injury in his 
eye. He lost his eye. Shri Dudhe Singh was injured in bis 
thigh. Inspite of their injuries all these three officers did not 
allow the dacoits to escape from the north eastern side of the 
field, and exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty, 
Shri Hira Singh was a bren-gunner. He mounted his bren gun 
in the open to stall any attempt by the dacoits to make good 
their escape. Shri Hira Singh held the ground and despite 
heavy lire by the dacoits cordon. He thus exhibited valour 
and conspicuous gallantry in the encounter. After six dacoits 
were shot dead it was decided to send Police parties inside 
the sugarcane field in order to search out the three surviving 
dacoits. . Shri Subedar Singh was in the search party. Ho 
entered in the sugarcane field in disregard of the risk involvod 
and exhibited great courage and devotion to duty, 

In the encounter with the gang of dacoit Nathu Singh 
Tomar, all the Police Officers mentioned abovo exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and courage.

— The Government Resolution of 18th 
January, 1968, on the Languages Policy as adopted by both 
the Houses of Parliament emphasized that in the interest of 
the Educational and Cultural advancement of the country, it 
was necessary to lake concerted measures for the full deve- 
lopment of the 14th major languages of India besides Hindi.

The total receipts during the year amounted to Rs. 1169.71 
lakhs compared with Rs. 939.89 lakhs during the previous 
year. 1'here was an increase of Rs. 207.67 lakhs in operating 
income mainly under the headings demurrage fees, cranage 
charges and wharfage on oils. The total expenditure for the 
year amounted to Rs. 942.61 lakhs compared with Rs. 883.89 
lakhs in the previous year. The figure exclude the amount 
held under ‘Suspense’ and ‘Contribution to Capital Account’. 
The opeiating expenditure for the year amounted to 
Rs 698 74 lakhs as against Rs, 677.02 lakhs in the previous 
year showing an increase of Rs. 21.72 lakhs contributed main- 
ly by handling and storage charges of general cargo when 
traffic had increased. 

Excluding a contribution of Rs. 100 lakhs to Capital, the 
net result of working during the year is a surplus of 
R s - 227.10 lakhs as against Rs. 56 lakhs during the previous 
year. Apart from a contribution of Rs. 100 lakhs for Capital 
works, the Port Trust contributed a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs to 
the General Insuiancc Fund, Rs, 15 lakhs to the Pension 
l und and Rc. 1 lakh to the Employees Welfare Fund.

The total traffic handler! t including transhipment tonnage 
of food-grain) was 6,925,204 tonnes dining 1970-71 as com- 
pared to 6 440,143 tonnes in 1969-70. The imports and 
exports through the port during the yem were 3,737,45 J and 
3,187 "’S? tonnes, respectively. The corresponding figures of 
imports and exports for the previous year were 3,535,771 
tonnes and 2,904,372 tonnes respectively. 

The total volume of coastal trade for the year 1970-71 was 
606,800 tonnes as against 872,960 tonnes in the previous 
year. Foreign trade was 6,318,104 tonnes in 1970-71 and

During the year, an cxpcndituie of Rx. 549.96 lakhs was 
incurred on capital works. The following are the important 
works completed or in progress during the year 


Oil Dock Project 

The Project envisages the provision of a berth to cater to 
the needs of oil tankers bringing in crude to the Refineries 
and exporting refined products from the Refineries; this is 
estimated to cost Rs, 21.20 crores (revised). Tnis estimate 
does not include the provision for the construction of an 
Outer Arm intended to maintain the tranquility conditions m 
the turning circle during north-oast monsoon. The oil berth, 
designed to provide facilities for oil tankers of 77,000 UWl 
in the initial stage and 100,000 DWT ultimately, was In pro- 
cress during the year 1970-71. The oil jetty is expected to 
be completed by March/ April 1972 and with the completion 
of the small stretch of eastern breakwater which is expected 
to be completed by September 1972, the facility would be 
fully usable and tankers drawing 42 ft. draft could tic 
received. 


An estimate of Rs. 9.7 crores for the provision of iron ore 
berth and mechanical ore handling plant in the Outer Har- 
hour (where oil jetty is also to be commissioned) with the 
loading rate of 6000 tonnes per hour, was sanctioned in 
September, 1969. The work could not fee commenced during 
Novembci, 1969 due to delay in reclamation works. Instal- 
lation of a full; mechanized non ore loading plant is expected 
early in 1974.

An estimate amounting to Rs. 3.89 cioies wus sanctioned 
by the Ministij of Agriculture for construction of a major 
ftTeViCN half our at Madras in November, 1968. Model tests 
at the Poona Research Station were conducted and based on 
the model study the layout and the design for the breakwater 
weie under finalization during the year. Acquisition of land 
was auanged hv the Government of Tamil Nadu.

Acquisition of a Tug M.T. ” Venkai ,> from Singapore 

Tn keeping with the policy of providing facility to big 
tankers, a high-powered second-hand tug was purchased from 
Singapore during the year and put in commission in Novem- 
ber, 1970.
